The concept of the Stockman rifle came from the 
continual requests from Australian country people who 
wanted one rifle to fit thousands of requirements. They 
wanted a rifle which would be accurate enough to head 
shoot a kangaroo at 200 metres, that could be used in 
the weekend metallic silhouette competitions to knock 
down rams at 500 metres, that would handle a scrub bull, 
a Sambar deer or a 950+ Ibs pig, that would kill a dingo 


Wow, we are up to 4lbs already without a stock. That's 
OK, we will fit a polymer plastic stock. The weight will be 
acceptable but what about that recoil 30 ft/lb, at least. We 
were lucky that the polymer plastic absorbs 10% more 
than wood, but still it necessitates a radical stock design 
to try and keep the barrel as far down below the comb 
of the stock to stop the upward travel of the muzzle and 
to absorb as much as possible in the hands instead of

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‘Fabian Education 


On the 29th of February 1902 the London School of 
Economics and Political Science was opened. |t was 
funded by money bequeathed by Lord Haldene, another 
Fabian, and its teaching staff were all Fabians. When 
Sydney and Beatrice Webb (Potter) died, they left their 
considerable fortune to the London School of Economics. 
The Webbs were so influential politically that their 
remains were interred in Westminster Abbey. Not bad, for 
both were self-proclaimed atheists. 

Sir William Beveridge, who 
had been Director of the 
London School of 
Economics from 1919 to 
1937 and a Fabian for 30 
years, was a key person in 
the removal of Churchill from 
office after the War, and the 
Beveridge Plan broke the 
British economy - it has 
never recovered. Lord 
Pakenham made 250 
speeches on the Bevridge 
plan. It promised paradise 
from cradle to grave - social 
security. 

The London School of 
Economics became the 
educational institution par 
excellence whereby 
generations of economists 
could be politically educated 
to "permeate" the message 
of Fabianism. Graduates are 
Joseph F. Kennedy and his 
son President John F. 
Kennedy, who both studied 
under Professor Harold 
Laski, Nkruma of Ghana, 
Jomo Kenyatta and Tom Mboya of Kenya, and to join this 
list of revolutionaries we have on the local scene John 
Stone and Robert Hawke himself. 

The Fabian Society acknowledges the principle tenet of 
Marxism and the abolition of private property, so it's not 
surprising that the Centenary of the Fabians and Bob 
Hawke's speech went unrecorded in the general media. 
Today's Fabians are highly influential, wealthy, 
respectable and think they are beyond public criticism. 
Nobody has ever opposed them effectively. Few in our 
community are even aware that they exist.

H.G.Wells said of the "open conspiracy" that would 
eventually establish the New World Order, he declared: 
"This is my religion, the truth and the way of salvation. It 
is astir already in many intelligences an immense and 
hopeful revolution in human affairs." And again he said, 
"For my generation, the role of John the Baptist must be 
our extreme ambition. We can proclaim and make 
evident the advent of a new phase of human faith and 
effort. We can point out the path it has been our life work 
to discover. Here we Say is the basis for a New World." 

Can we detect a deep non-Christian religious feeling in 
his quotes? As he wrote 
these passages in the very 
early part of this century 
they are definitely 
visionary, and he does see 
the New World Order as 
something worthy of 
religious worship. 

As | have been assembling 
material for this article it 
has intrigued me why it is 
always refereed to as an 
Order. At first | thought it 
referred to a sense of 
discipline, but now after so 
much research | believe the 
upper echelon of these 
related societies see it as a 
non-Christian religious 
Order. 

| wonder what religion Bob 
Hawke considers he is a 
part of. Is it "the New World 
Order?” One of George 
Bernard Shaw's girl friends, 
Annie Besant, who is 
pictured on the "Fabian 
Society Membership Form" 
and is as close to Fabian 
Sainthood as you can get, had very bizarre religious 
views. She was the chief spokesman forthe Fabian 
society and became involved with Helena Blavatsky, who 
had written a book called "The Secret Doctrine" which 
involved "The Plan” organised by "Higher Intelligences" 
to install a world ruler. Helena Blavatsky had, of course, 
written this book at the direction of the "ascended 
masters" through some psychic means. Helen, with a 
Colonel Henry Olcott, had founded the Theosophical 
S6ciety in New York on November the 17th in 1875.

For more than 20 years the Chinese factory at 
Zhongzhou has manufactured copies of the Brno 
Model 1 22LR bolt action rifle. The earliest versions 
seen in Australia were the JW8, a medium-weight 
rifle with no dovetail machined on the receiver; and 
the JW9, a heavy barrelled target rifle with a bulbous 
muzzle weight that is still extremely sought after by 
Metallic Silhouette shooters. Both had very 
utilitarian stocks, as they were used as training rifles 
in Chinese factories for their militia (run by the 
“Bureau of Public Safety"). The open sights closely 
resembled those of the SKS for this reason. 


The most refined of the Brno copies was the JW17, 
an all-out smallbore target rifle complete with 


JW6 training rifle 





adjustable butt plate and aperture sights. A small 
number of these rifles was imported around seven 
years ago. Weighing in at around five kilograms it 
was never intended to worry a top-notch Free Rifle, 
however they were and still are very successful as 
club rifles. It featured a fully adjustable match 
trigger, and of course was only single shot. 

The JW15 appeared in the early '80s, apparently 
developed at the continued suggestions of a Mr 
Furley from New Zealand. Subsequent models have 
been refined over the years; the trigger has been 
simplified, but basically the main differences are 
cosmetic, with much improved blueing and a quite 
presentable stock finish. 

Woodwork is made from "chiu", a quite common 
Chinese hardwood. Possibly hard by their

standards, but not ours. In order to protect their 
stocks the factory imports a special lacquer 
treatment from Volkswagon in Germany. This has 
improved their appearance no end, although the 
grain is normally quite plain. 

"Chiu", although a relative, is softer than walnut, but 
certainly not as soft as pine (many so-called experts 
have claimed the JW15 stocks are pine), When 
these trees are felled they are cut off about three 
feet from the base. The Chinese consider that the 
straight grained wood from the main body of the tree 
to be the best; the stumps complete with root 
systems are left for the peasants to dig up by hand 
and use for firewood! And the same goes for their 
walnut 
trees! 

The JW15 
is copied 
from the 
original 
Brno Model 
1, which 
was 
introduced just after World War 2. In some ways this 
design is superior to the Model 2; the later model 
has one of its stock mounting bolts screwed into a 
barrel band, about three inches in front of the 
receiver. This makes it very difficult to free float the 
barrel. Also, both front and rear sights are sweated 
on to the barrel, giving it two tight sections in the 
bore. Consequently it is impossible to insert a scope 
aligner bore stud into the muzzle. Also, the Model 
2 trigger is not anywhere near as adjustable as its 
predecessor. 

The original Model 1 had one major fault. Its 
excellent adjustable trigger would release the firing 
pin and fire a shot if the trigger was pushed forward 
when cocked. This would occur whether or not the 
safety catch was on. Early JW15s, being a faithful

extracted from many 
natural sources and can 
be used to make nitric 
acid, black powder and 
many pyrotechnics. The 
yield ranges from .1 to 
10% by weight, depending 
on the fertility of the soil.

Immediately it crossed my mind that if that earlier story 
had been true they would need a bigger magazine 
capacity for a fully auto version. | had always thought 
that those people with the stories had probably got 
mixed up with Type 68 or 73 rifles but now | was very 
curious. | had spent the morning watching Chinese 
Army engineers cut up Type 38 (san bar) rifles in a 
deactivating operation. Then they were welding them 
up in threes like stacked rifles to hold plant pots. They 
were intended for the Japanese market. What a mess. 
| couldn't 
imagine the 
fussy Japanese 
having these in 
the house, but } 
still, there's 
nothing stranger } 
than folk, is } 
there? 

In the afternoon 
we finally got to 
do some 
shooting. | tested 
their .45 Colt 
auto and some 
M1 Carbines. 
When we had 
finished and 
were returning to 
where the 
workshops and 
camp were, we 
passed the 
sentry again with the enlarged magazine. | asked one 
of the officers if | could have a look at one of the SKS 
type 56 and he laughed and said "What for? You sell 
thousands in Australia". He didn't realise that these 
were a different Type. When | pointed out the difference 
he told the soldier to unload and show me. That was a 
bit embarrassing for the soldier because he didn't want 
to show me that it wasn't loaded anyway and as he 
turned away from me he pretended that he had hid the 
ammo in his pocket but he had tuned from a pale yellow 
to a hot pink. 

As soon as | had it in my hands | put my Swiss Army 
phillips screw driver into the notch behind the trigger 
guard and sprung the trigger pack out, and lo and 
behold! there was an extra part in it. The function of this 
part was to link the top of the trigger with the sear block 
independent of theprimary sear. Some very smart guy 
had worked that out and yes, the safety worked and as 
soon as the trigger was released then the sear block 
would move back, and the safety sear or interrupter 
(which is more precisely describing the function) would 
not activate the hammer. 

| took a quick photograph with my box brownie. My 
officer mate could not understand what it was or why | 





was interested. | put the rifle back together for the soldier 
and he looked very glad to get it back, as that was a part 
of his power and position. He felt naked without it. He was 
so pleased to get it back he forgot to pretend to put the 
ammo back. | felt sorry for him a little and neglected to 
point out the areas were it wasn't cleaned correctly to his 
officer. Anyway we don't want to encourage too much 
efficiency do we, not in another country’s army. 

A few years after this | was inspecting a full container 
which had just arrived of S.K.S. 56 and some 45s. The 





condition of this batch was pretty average and | noticed 
that on some the upper handguard was almost burnt away 
and on some others the lower forearm had burn marks on 
them but the uppers had been replaced. Wow! they look 
like they had fired a heap of shots; everyone remarked on 
it. | had to look at that trigger pack and you guessed it, 
all the burnt ones had the extra parts in. | immediately 
checked the whole batch and removed those extra parts 
and threw them away, but | know that lots of other 
container loads came into Australia with that other part still 
in them, but most importers would not have tested the 
rifles to find out. 

If you find that your S.K.S. has this extra part remove the 
trigger pack. Above the trigger is a ring which gives the 
trigger its first tension pull; the bar fits underneath this ring. 
Pull out the bar to the left, waggle it a bit and out it will 
come. You will notice how clever the design is - simple and 
reliable. As soon as the trigger is released the spring 
loaded sear moves to the rear and the hammer is held 
back ready for the next shot or burst. When the ring is 
pushed by your trigger finger the hammer is disengaged 
and the spring loaded sear block allows the disconnector/ 
safety sear/ interrupter to disengage the hammer every 
time the bolt is fully closed.

On the 11.11.91 (which incidentally is Victory Day or 
Remembrance Day), Battiato & Associates sent an opinion 
from a so-called eminent Q.C., Dr. Ross Sunderderg, to the 
Sporting Shooters Association of Australia on the effects of the 
Bill of Rights of 1688 upon the Constitution Act of Australia, 
complete with an account for $6000.00. His opinion, like most 
lawyers’, is instilled in him at school or university and then set 
for life. The S.S.A.A. would have been a lot better off, financially 
anyway, buying a few books and looking it up themselves. They 
would have found then that there is more than one opinion on 
what Dr Sunderberg is basing his opinion on, and that is the 
sovereignty of Parliament. Some lawyers and politicians 
believe that we have no common rights and that Parliament can 
legislate anything. For want of an example, if they were correct, 
all new born babies with blue eyes could be legislated to death. 
Actually, one notable legal case where this theory was found 
to be illegal was the Nurenberg Trials. 

For his $6000 Dr Ross pulls out the Imperial Acts Application 
Act 1980, which is a re-edification including the Bill of Rights, 
the Magna Carta, the Petition of Rights and the statutes of 
Edward | and Edward Ill. He then hits Section Three, which 
mentions that all of these can be repealed, and goes on to S3 
of the Constitution Act 1975 where it says had no superior 
quality to local laws and could be amended or repealed by the 
Victorian Parliament. He quotes Harris v Davis 1885 where an 
amendment or repeal may be expressed or implied, and quotes 
Attorney-General v Moses 1907 and Hazelwood v Webber. His 
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meaning if the Court has found that someone has challenged 
an old unrepealed Act, and the courts have supported 
parliament and found that the parliament was always right 
because it implied it. Well that's fair, is it not? 

He then states that the Bill of Rights is repealed by implication 
of more case law Cobb & Co Ltd v Kropp 1965 where the full 
Court treated the Bill of Rights as having no higher status than 
an enactment of the Queensland Parliament, and if there had 
been any inconsistency the later Act would have impliedly 
repealed the previous Act. 

He than quotes opinions by Stable J that the Bill of Rights was 
a statute imported into our law as a mere statute, which the 
Queensland Parliament could deal with, as it had passed it 
itself. He quotes from his own papers reiterating the Cobb v 
Kropp finding and then requotes his earlier Section 3 from the 
Constitution Act which gives the Victorian Parliament carte 
blanch to do anything. He finishes with the words "there is no 
“substance in the suggestion that the Bill of Rights is part of the 
Constitution of Victoria, if that is intended to convey that it is a 
higher form of law than a "common statute”, and that's $6000.00 
thank you very much. My wife's shopping list is longer than this, 
worst luck. | don't get paid as well as a Q.C.

Besides the references in the Bill itself 
expressly forbidding any changes to it 
after that sitting of parliament, and the fact 
that the people fought a brief “glorious 
revolution” to rid themselves of the Stuart 
Kings who were abusing their common 
tights and invited the Prince of Orange 
from the House of Hanover who was a 
descendent of 2000 years of English 
Kings and our Queen of Australia’s great 
grandfather. 

Now the whole idea of them going 
through this trauma was to get a better 
deal for themselves, the subjects, and 
maintain a balance of power between 
themselves, Parliament and the 
Monarch. So they drew up by a 
convention the Bill of Rights, which was 
a re-statement of the rights that free 
Englishmen had won over nearly 3000 
years of struggle. Most can appreciate 
this Bill when itis read, You realise thatit is a three-way contract 
between three entities - the monarch, the parliament and the 
people. Itis a declaration that allows the three to work together. 
|f any break this contract it's “no ball" and everybody goes 
home. The contract binds the three entities and sets the limits 
for these entities. If parliament wants to override this deal, that’s 
it; anarchy reigns. They have no franchise to have a parliament 
other than this document. This applies to Australia also as the 
heir to William of Orange is our Queen of Australia and our 
constitutional documents have been drawn up to comply with 
the Bill of Rights. 

Every Act or piece of legislative diarrhoea that our Federal 
Government or State Government imposes on the people has 
to go to the Governor or, in the Federal case, the Governor 
General for royal assent. The Governor, if he thinks it doesn't 
breach the Coronation Oath, which the Queen or King of 
Australia take on their Coronation Day, passes it and it's law, 
but the Queen has two years to change her mind if she feels 
fit, and at any time if she uses her royal prerogative can rescind 
or remove her assent. Now if the Governor is a little unsure 
about an Act or a Bill he sends it over to the Queen and she 
can take two years to send it back. With or without royal assent 
if it hasn't it is not law. The Governor can also just send back 
the Act or Bill to Parliament if he thinks it would be repugnant 
to the Queen or the people. 

Do you get the real idea now? The Parliament only advises. 
That's all they really are is a bunch of advisers. The real 
government is the Queen or her representative, the Governor. 
That's why these shonky political parties recommend one of 
their own stooly stooges when the old Governors resign. What's 
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to cover their bald spot. 


People of this kingdom. Standing high 
on the list of rights is the Bill of Rights 

1688, which is a whopping part of the 
reason why she is allowed to be our 
monarch. The documents that she 
swears to uphold are the Magna Carta, 
the statutes of Edward | and Ill. The 
Queen or King swears to uphold these 
rights and that is why all our legislation 
is pertaining to royal assent. This was 
a brilliant attempt by the people of the 
1680s to protect the rights of the 1990s 
andif has worked quite well through the 
centuries but, what happens is that 
some corrupt politicians and lawyers, 
which these days are nearly the same 
thing, word their Acts so the Monarch 
don't spot the danger. Then the 
precedent law or judicial law finds that 
the Act doesn't have to be repealed. It 
only has to be implied to be repealed. 
The first time they pulled this stunt was 
in old Queen Victoria's days. They got 
away with itand have been sneaking them through on a regular 
basis ever since. Those rights are still there as strong and as 
free as the day they were written, and will remain as long as 
the Queen of Australia reigns over us, and not the Australian 
Labor Party, the Australian media and the Labor Lawyers 
Association. That's the real crux of the matter. 

That is why they are hellbent on getting rid of the Queen, the 
Constitution and our flag, and the mental concepts of rights and 
freedoms we carry in our heads. We might have travelled a bit 
fast for some so here is a little revision. All our legal system, 
State and Federal, was imported from English law; all of our 
Constitutions can be changed by our Parliaments if they submit 
the changes to referendum. All Constitutions have provisions 
for royal assent to all Acts in the Commonwealth Constitution; 
it is covered under paragraph 58 to 60. The Monarch cannot 
assent to Acts that contravene her Coronation Oath, and any 
such law is illegal. It is our duty to tell the Monarch when this 
has been done. If that is carried out and the Monarch does not 
rescind the Acts that contravene her oath, the only thing left is 
revolution. In 1986 the Labor Government, with assistance from. 
the Liberals and all State Governments, attempted to remove 
the royal veto by introducing the Australia Act and passing it in 
all State and Federal parliaments. They even connived with the 
British Parliament to pass it there. 

As they passed the Enabling Legislation to the Australian 
Constitution by these means they attempted to change our 
Constitution (para 58 to 60) without a referendum, as they knew 
if it were explained correctly what they were doing it would have 
no chance of being accepted by the Australian people. As 
providence shines on the innocent the Enabling Acts to the 
Australia Act, which were done in 1985, were done incorrectly

When | was a very raw recruit and had my first session with a sergeant weapons instructor every thing he said 
was rote, He knew it all off by heart. He had put so many thousand squaddies through his hour long repartee, he 
was confident that he wouldn't make a mistake except he couldn't be interrupted. He used to start like this " the 
disassembly of the bren gun is effin easy, my two year old effin daughter can do it, and put it together again and 
she is an effin spastic.” When he got to cleaning to avert malfunctions he used to bellow "cleanliness is next to 
effin godliness, if you don't clean your weapon you will be visiting effin god quick effin smart, and if the effin enemy 
don't kill you | effin will, her royal majesty's effin equipment has to sparkle like a diamond on a niggers a.. hole." 
That was always the tone of the instruction, crude and shocking but effective. The only point was that it had to work 
to save yours or somebody else's life. Even if it is a 22 rimfire when you need it circumstances are generally in the 
extreme by then so make sure that you haven't got a hornet's nest blocking up the moving parts or the barrel. 
Remember if you are hunting and living in the field your rifle receives its maximum abuse, despair, dirt and constant 
use pushes reliably tolerances to their upper limits. So at the first opportunity clean your rifle before you eat and 
again when you have eaten. Clean it again before you go to sleep [if you're that lucky] and clean it again when 
you wake up. You have to instil the discipline in yourself. No one else is going to do it for you. Learn the working 
of your rifle better than you know the back of your hand. In this edition we are featuring an Australian Automatic 
Arms S.A.R, It was included for a test some years ago by the Australian Army to replace the L1A1 and failed. The 
government purchased the Aug Styer instead at a much higher price. 















The AAA SAR 


1. Make certain the rifle is empty. Remove the 
magazine and retract the bolt by pulling the cocking 
handle and looking into the chamber. 

2. Push ring on top of action forward with thumb and 
move the lower receiver downwards. (Fig. 1) 














3. Pull out breech block. (Fig. 2) 
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4. Pull out firing pin retainer. Watch out for a flying 
firing pin extension as it won't work without this if you 
loose it. (Fig. 3) 

5. Pull out cam pin and remove. You then should have 
bolt, firing pin, cam bolt, firing pin spring , firing pin 
extension, bolt carrier and firing pin retaining spring. 
(Fig. 4 & 5). 


















When assembling bolt make sure you depress the 
firing pin extension in so that the retaining pin fits in 
its correct place allowing the back of it to protrude 
where it can be hit by the hammer or it won't go off. 
6. Remove both hand guard screws (don't lose spring 
washers) 

7. Remove cocking handle trom slot into bigger area 
before pulling it off. 

8. The middle tube is the link. Move it back and pull 
off to one side then remove the cylinder (that's the one 
with the hole in it) Fig. 6. 


























9. Remove operating rod and spring. 

Do not try and remove gas housing assembly from 
the barrel. (Fig. 7) 

Clean barrel and stationary piston.

copy, shared this fault. Of course it is not a problem 
as long as the user is aware of it, and | don't need 
to tell any experienced shooter that the bolt handie 
is the only practical safety to use in the field. 
However, all but the original JW15s use an updated 
trigger design that rectifies this problem. 

Of course, the Brno having a screwed barrel is 
theoretically better 
than the pinned 
barrel of the JW15; 
the fact that 
Anschutz also have 
pinned barrels 
would suggest that 
there is very little 
wrong with this 
system in a rimfire. 

Where the Brno- 
JW15s excel is in 
long-term reliability.

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something." Some of the basic model Anschutz's 
were bought at the same time. Their single locking 
lugs had worn to the extent that excessive 
headspace caused cases to rupture around the rim;

And the fact that the Chinese are not as'advanced 
in the use of plastics on their firearms is another 
bonus. The more modern Brnos not only have a

Even as a standard weight sporting 22 the JW15 
is very accurate. Matched with the right brand of 
ammunition it is not uncommon for it to shoot sub- 
inch bench rest groups at 50 yards, out of the box. 
This makes it an excellent first rifle for shooting field 
/target events such as Metallic Silhouette, Field 
Rifle or 3-Position Scoped Rifle. 

The future holds some exciting developments in the 
JW line. A new updated version of the JW9 is on the 
drawing board, and a 22 Magnum version of the 
JW15 is soon to become available, first in New 
Zealand, and probably not long after in Australia. 
We made a Magnum version of a stock JW15 four 
years ago, fitting a 4-shot Anschutz magazine. This 
was probably the first Chinese 22 Magnum in the 
world. 

The future of the Norinco JW15s looks quite bright. 
Even with tough gun laws there will always be a 
market for a rugged and reliable low-priced rimfire 
rifle. We recently heard that the Brno factory in 
Czechoslovakia has closed down, another victim of 
the worldwide recession. Unfortunately, it must be 
in part due to the ability of companies like Norinco 
to be able to sell a rifle at one-third the cost of the

We pointed out 
to him that we didn't see him having much chance of 
obtaining his objectives as only 1% of Australians were 
coloured a bit.

When Jimi returned to civilisation 
he inquired at the Dept of Lands 
with his land claim form as he is a 
bit coloured and nearly fell through 
the floor. Lindsay was right. They 
aregiving Australia away. Dollar 
signs were glazed in his black 
eyes, but the man behind the 
counter discriminated against him 
and said "yes, you look black but 
you are a little too hairy for my 
liking" and wouldn't allow his 
claim.

3 An independent legal Aboriginal state subject to UN 
laws. Only all Aborigines to be released from jail as they 
do not recognise white laws. 

4 All debts to white mans’ institutions to be scrubbed and 
tollgates to be erected for whites to be charged access 
fees to visit the 60% of un-leased aboriginal territory

In the Department of Lands annual report 1992, 
2,000,000 hectares are being reverted to native title at 
Aurukun and Mornington; two complete Shires of 
Australia and another 27,000 hectares are going to be 
gazetted adjoining these Shires. There is another 
1,000,000 hectares in western Queensland, a national 
park, that is ready to be handed over to them. Jimi was 
amazed.

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You might find the above advertisement a little 
puzzling but the reality is imminent, the Victorian Labor 
Government gnt the ball rolling last year and instead of 

concentrating on extinguishing the rights of firearm 
owners moved on to a new subject - religion and racial 
intolerance. As usual they disguised their objectives in 
the manner that we are quite used to, black is white and 
white is black [well they tell us that gun laws are for public 
safety but we know other wise don't we]. The Victorian 
Labor Government introduced it at first as the Racial 
Vilification Bill and just at the last minute threw in religion 
and passed it. Yes it is law now in 

Victoria and soon we will have it's Federal version on the 
legislative shelves. It would be nice for us to expect a new 
Liberal Coalition Party to set the country straight and 
repeal them but Jeff Kennet's not fixed up their draconian 
gun laws and hasn't gone near the Racial and Religious 
Vilification Act. Well Labor and Liberal agree on so much 
these days and St. Kilda is a marginal seat. What's this 
got to do with me having to bury my bible you might ask? 
Well | must apologise for getting off the whole point, the 
Vilification Act has been assisted through it's formation 
passage by a little known minority group called the Anti 
Defamation League. They are extremely powerful for two 
reasons: one, they are Jewish and two, both sides of 
Parliament have to support all Jewish organisations. If 
they don't, they could have powerful words directed at 
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them like "six million" or "racial purity". Just the mention 
of these incitive words send cold shivers down a 
politician's back and even journalists who have that long 
yellow patch down their back to protect them from any 
aspirations. The Vilification Clause 5 creates an offence 
for the use of language or behaviour that threatens or 
vilifies on the grounds of race or religion. Clause 6 
creates an offence for distributing threatening or vilifying 
material if it is intended to publish it in order to promote 
hatred of, or to intimidate a racial or religious group. 
Clause 7 creates an offence for possessing threatening 
or vilifying material if it is intended to publish it in order 
to promote hatred of, or to intimidate a racial of religious 
group. 

This act criminalises material that presents religious 
viewpoints and criticises opposing theological beliefs and 
will convict any who posses it, or distributes it, or prints 
it, or speaks it. No home, or bookshop, or church will be 
safefrom the religious police. 

The Protestant Federation, United Protestant 
Association and the Loyal Orange Institution of Victoria 
objected and pleaded with the Labor Government to 
reject this act but to no avail. The offenders to this act face 
a $2000.00 fine or two months imprisonment. Some 
readers might not have the picture yet and think that this 
act is there for their protection so we will have to move 
on into the mire. As soon as the Bill was passed the 


A.D1I., the Anti Defamation League of Victoria, handed a 
case to the Director of State Prosecutions accusing the 
Christian Bible of vilifying the Jewish race and religion.

Synagogue Rabbi Raymond Apple agrees “When you 
look at references to the Jews in the gospels you find that 
they reflect anti-Jewish prejudice and therefore one 
cannot regard them as being totally scholarly and 
objective. It is important that this be explained in any 
presentation of gospel stories in schools, and.even more 
so in theological colleges because it influences what 
people say in the pulpit." 

Some of the Christian Churches do not disagree with the 
Jewish opposition and the Catholic Church as recently 
recognised Judaism as its elder brother. Bishop Bede 
Heather and Mr Leslie Caplan, President of the Executive 
Council of Australian Jewry,launched the guidelines on 
the 2.11.92 and said "the guidelines are prompted by the 
ever increasing multicultural and multi-faith nature of our 
society." The Australian Council of Christians and Jews 
who had their inaugural meeting last Easter will be 
allowed membership by the influential International 
Council of Christians and Jews, and this they feel will 
bring all churches*closer together. The presidency heads 
are the Anglican, Roman Catholic, Greek Orthodox, 
Uniting Church and the Jews. Rabbi Levi and Rabbi 
Apple are on the executive and William Kaye, a retired 
justice, is the Executive Chairman.

legislation requiring dog owners to receive seven year jail 
sentences for encouraging their dogs to attack. This is all 
very well, but what's the use of having a guard dog that 
cannot attack?

Under the Dangerous Dogs Bill recently introduced in the 
House of Commons U.K., Pit Bull Terriers and other 
breeds could be kept but would have to be neutered, and 
breeding of these animals would be prohibited. Home 
Secretary KennethBaker said the proposals are 
fashioned "to rid our country of the Bull Terrier 
altogether". The Bill requires owners of fighting breed 
dogs to obtain a permit, have their pets neutered, buy 
insurance and keep their dogs muzzled. The breeding, 
sale, exchange or other transfer of these dogs would be 
outlawed he said. In South Australia as a twin to their new 
Firearm Act they have the Dog Control Amendments Bill, 
which includes Bull Terriers, Japanese Tosa, Fila 
Brazilliero and the Dogo Argentina which, you have 
guessed it, need desexing, a ban onsale and compulsory 
muzzling almost word for word. These guys must go to 
the same school as their pals in the U.K.

Line Of Duty - The Twilight 
Murders" 

This rather disturbing "true 
story", based on "Bitter 
Harvest - Murder In The 
Heartland" by James 
Corcoran, was originally 
made for television. It 
portrays a man and his 
personal struggle against a 
system indifferent to the 
plight of rural America. 
Perhaps the producers of 
this movie utilised a little 
more poetic licence than usual to dramatise the story, as 
the portrayal of the main character.as a fanatically 
religious, racist, anti-government schizophrenic is not 
consistent with his acceptance, even popularity, within 
the local community. 

To me the facts suggest that he was merely a farmer 
pushed to the brink of eviction by the government and the 
banks (sound familiar?), until he finally decided not to 
take another backward step. He was vocally opposed to 
the New World Order, and actively involved with a group 
of "right-wing radicals " interested in the preservation of 
their livelihood and basic rights. 

Rod Steiger plays the role of Gordon Kahl. The opening 
scenes show his release from prison, a term he served 
for non-payment of taxes.

India and China with certain elements in the philosophies 
of Plato and Plotinus. Is this the same hocus pocus that 
Adam Weishaupt was into which was described in Edition

Helena Blavatsky died in 1891 and Annie Besant 
became President of the Theosophical Saciety in 1907.

British Parliament prior to World War 2. 

Heinrich Himmler, in a speech in Dachau 1936, told high 
ranking SS officers that they had all met before in 
previous lives, and that after their present lives had 
ended they would meet again. 

Himmler said that the SS were the standard bearers of 
the coming “superman”, their "glorious mission" was to 
create "a new age, a new world, a new man.”

Jean-Michel Anebert said, 

"Those who induced Germany to embrace the swastika 
are not dead. They are still among us, just as they have 
been in every era, and doubtless will continue to be until 
the apocalypse. National Socialism was for them but a 
means and Hitler was but an instrument. The undertaking 
failed. What they are now trying to do is to revive the myth 
using other means." 

But the second theory might be closer to the mark. 
Maybe they give Annie Besant the credit for instigating 
the new age movement, for piloting the course, for setting 
the place in people's minds for reincarnation. Today's 
yogis are Nobel prize winners, psychiatrists, doctors, 
university professors, business leaders, and politicians;

The decision to mention the Apex organisation in our 
article was not made lightly. Some fourteen months ago 
your National President, a Mr Angus Redford publicised 
a call for tighter national gun laws. We immediately 
contacted him, making the point that he was not qualified 
to stick his oar in when he had no understanding of the 
issue, neither had he the right to do so in the name of 
Apex, who we had believed to be apolitical. We 
subsequently received the following letter: 

November 15,1991 
Dear Sir, 

| acknowledge receipt of your long letter of 24th October 1991 
concerning the question of gun laws in Australia. As you are 
aware Apex has adopted a policy of encouraging our 
governments to legislate for uniform gun laws throughout 
Australia. Apex Australia is not advocating the complete 
abolition of guns or private gun ownership in Australia. 

This policy was initiated in country NSW and carried by an 
overwhelming majority at our National Convention held in Perth 
at Easter this year. During the course of debate, it was 
abundantly clear that my members were alarmed at the rate of 
increase in gun ownership and gun incidents in the fast 10 
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years. The reasons given by the proponents of this policy were: 
1. The great variance in gun laws throughout Australia create 
an unworkable situation. 


2. Gun laws throughout Australia need to be uniform to be 
effective. 


3. Gun laws need to be effective to reduce some of the 


senseless violence resulting from the inappropriate use of 
firearms. 

4. Uniform gun laws would permit the sensible use of guns by 
responsible persons. 

5. The Australian Bureau of Criminology brought in a 
recommendation for uniform gun laws some four years ago, to 
date nothing has yet been done. 

In addition, they believed that an organisation like Apex should 
take a stand on this very important and emotive issue. 
Tragically, since the passing of this motion, we have had a 
spate of gun related killings throughout Australia, Just as 
tragically there appears to be a rational or reasonable 
explanation behind these killings. Inexplicably, the pro-gun 
lobbyists have been conspicuous in their failure to offer 
constructive suggestions as to how these killings and maimings 
can be eliminated or at very best, reduced. In my view, the pro- 
gun lobby should stand condemned for their failure to 
constructively address the growing trend of this type of incident. 
Indeed, your only response to our campaign has been to 
threaten my organisation with a concerted “anti Apex 
membership campaign”. 

| don't propose in this letter to deal with all the matters raised 
in your letter other than to say that issues relating to overweight 
police sergeants, hidden political agendas, Japanese invasion 
plans in World War II, mental health and Nazi Germany really 
do miss the point. The problems caused with the Strathfield 
killings, the Airlie Beach killings, the Hoddle Street killings have 
not been addressed at all by the pro-gun lobby groups. 

One of the most repeated arguments put by the pro-gun lobby 
groups is that "Guns don't kill people but people kill people" is 
an argument that really misses the point. If we as a community 
adopted this rationale, there would be no need for drug laws (ie 
Drugs don't kill people, people kill people), road traffic laws, 
dangerous substance laws, etc, etc. Everyone in our 
community is entitled to expect to be able to go about their 
ordinary business and their ordinary lives without the fear and 
possibility of some maniac being let loose on them in 
possession of a highly efficient killing machine.

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3. Place dirt in bucket. 

4. Place bucket over shallow container. Bucket may be 
supported on sticks if necessary. 

5. Boil water and pour it over earth in bucket a little at 
a time. Allow water to run through holes in bucket into 
shallow container. Be sure water goes through all of the 
earth. Allow drained liquid to cool and settle for 1 to 2 
hours. 


NOTE: Do not pour all of the water at once, since this 
maycause stoppage. 


6. Carefully drain off liquid into heat resistant container. 
Discard any sludge remaining in bottom of the shallow 
container. 


7. Boil mixture over hot fire for at least 2 hours. Small 
grains of salt will begin to appear in the solution. Scoop 
these out as they form, using any type of strainer. 

8. When liquid has boiled down to approximately half its 
original volume, remove from fire and let sit. After half 
an hour add an equal volume of alcohol. When mixture 
is poured through paper, small white crystals will collect 
‘on top of it. 


9. To purify the potassium nitrate, re-dissolve the dry 
crystals in the smallest possible amount of boiled water, 
Remove any salt crystals that appear (Step 7); pour 
through an improvised filter made of several pieces of 
paper and evaporate or gently heat the concentrated 
solution to dryness.

Pay the workers 
in tickets for service rendered 
called “renticks". These would be 
printed up in convenient 
denominations. Now these tickets 
decrease in value every month on 
a certain day by 0.5 percent. The 
tickets have to have a stamp placed 
on the back of the ticket proving that 
currency had been paid to this small 
amount to bring it up to the original 
value. Of course no stamp and the 
month old ticket is useless. Now the 
idea of that is to make people use 
them A.S.A.P and not save them. 
The workmen build public works, 
get paid, then purchase goods with = 
them in the town's small businesses, who then itis to 
pay their rates and other local government charges with 
them. The local government then use the tickets to pay 
local businessmen who in turn pay their local bills to other 
businessmen, who then pay them back to the local 
government. In this fashion the tickets change hands at 
least twenty times a month generating public works for 
public benefit and employment for the people and 
business for the shops. The only establishment that 
doesn't benefit is the banks. Why don't we do this 
nationally, some might ask?. The answer is the "Banks". 
Why hasn't anyone done this before, some might ask? 
The answer is the "Banks". 

The Mayor of a town in Austria named Woergi did this 
very thing in 1933 in the midst of the last great 
depression. It was very successful. Within four months 
after the first issue of the tickets the town had paid off its 
debts. The shops were busy again and industry was 
starting to return to the area. Then the Austrian National 
Bank, concerned that it's monopoly was being broken by 
this financial revolution, took the Town Mayor to court and 
they stopped the new system. The town then returned to 
poverty to await the ruin of World War II. 

Let us hope that we do not have to wait for the same 
cleansing medicine. 

Australia is one of the richest countries in the world. A 
friend of mine had some figures from the C.S.I.R.O. 
which gave the forestry royalty value (that's the lowest 
figure involved) for the Victorian hardwood forests at four 
trillion dollars if it was all cut down tomorrow. That almost 
cuts the U.S.A. National debt out; but imagine that four 
trillion for the Victorian forestry, which is just the base 
price the government gets when it is felled, and add the 
other states to the four trillion, NSW at least four trillion, 
Tasmania at least four trillion, Queensland at least four 
trillion and there would have to be four trillion in West 
Australia, South Australia and the Northern Territory 
combined. That is only one commodity - twenty trillion 
dollars. Someone maybe smarter than me can work out 
how many trillion dollars’ worth of coal, iron ore, rutile 








sand, bauxite, gold, silver, lead, copper, nickel, uranium, 
petroleum, gas and we could feed ourselves 28 times 
over. 


Australia is so rich we should not have to pay any tax. 
We are shareholders in this wealth and we appoint 
directors to the company board called "politicians". The 
big problem is they don't pay dividends. They just put 
their hand out for our meagre trinkets. Imagine an 
Australia where there was no tax, no sales tax, no GST 
tax, no income tax, every one would like to live here, but 
we might not allow too much immigration unless we 
desperately needed them. If the government wanted 
contributions other than the wealth of the country and the 
ability to create cash instead of the banks doing it, it could 
tax imports - nothing else, just imports. If a tin of imported 
tuna cost $30, so what? It might re-open our canneries. 
\f General Motors Holden needed a bolt for a new car and 
instead of ten cents it was going to cost ten dollars it might 
force them to make it here. If they made the 
Commonwealth Bank run as it was supposed to in it's 
original charter where it created loans at 1.5% or no 
interest until 1948, this country would turn into the new 
economic miracle that we generally relate to Asian 
countries. But we have infinitely more natural wealth than 
they do. What a dream, full employment, small factories 
starting up utilising Australian initiative that we know is 
available, small business re-opening and having a go, 
another Australian initiative. Some would not be happy, 
the Greens for example, who want to turn Australia into 
total World Heritage, and the politicians who would upset 
their foreign bosses and their friends in the banks who 
would miss out on all that interest, and the media who all 
work for the banks anyway. 

The only parties who have policies like these are the 
C.A.P. and the E.E.F. and some Independents, so if you 
really want to change Australia, don't vote for either of the 
big parties or the Democrats who are a deeper red than 
the Communist Party.
